Ohio’s plans for its new roads pro­ 
gram as too costly — then re­ 
versed themselves and went along. 
Ohio’s design 
standards, 
they 
said in a report to Sen. Albert 
Gore (D-Tenn), were considerably 
higher than those used by the state 
before March 1957, end as such 
were rejected by the Bureau of 
Public Roads. 
But in early April of that year, 
their report went on, representa­ 
tives of the Ohio Department of 
Highways talked it over with the 
federal highway administrator and 
other bureau officials. 
At this meeting, the report said, 
the new standards were approved 
subject to certain modifications. 
“ In our discussion of this matter 
with the administrator,” the ac­ 
countants said, “ he stated that in 
his judgment the revised stand­ 
ards of Ohio were the proper 
standards for use on the interstate 
system in that state.” 
The events were described in a 
cost study of the new roads pro­ 
gram in ll states. The study was 
issued by the comptroller general 
and the findings given Gore, who 
is chairman of the Senate Roads 
Subcommittee. 
Gore Culled a meeting of his sub­ 
committee for Tuesday to consider 
the report and decide on future ac­ 
tion. 
Here are some of the things the 
report had to say about Ohio; 
Utility Relocation 
“ In Ohio certain of the consult- 
; ing engineers engaged by the state 
and some state engineers omitted 
j all costs for utility relocations 
. . . 
“ We noted that no costs were 
included in the Ohio estimate for 
utility relocations in the Cleveland 
and Columbus urban areas, where­ 
as $2,300,(8)0 dollars was included 
for the Toledo urban area 
“ State officials informed us that 
this was undoubtedly an oversight 


Standards 
on 
G r a d i e n t s 
(Slopes) 
“ Bureau (of Roads) review of 
the final design of a 2.14-mile sec­ 
tion of the interstate system in 
Ohio resulted in a reduction of 
$360,000 solely from increasing the 
proposed grade from 2 to 3 aer 
cent.” 
Right-of-Way Costs 
The accountants said they were 
not satisfied that property values 
were based on those prevailing in 
the second half of 1956. They went 
on:

costs 
on 
their personal 
knowledge of property values.” 
Ohio Turnpike 
“ The Ohio estimate includes Lp- 
proximately 127 million dollars for 
the cost of completing 
certain 
route sections about 110 miles in 
length parallel to the Ohio Turn­ 
pike” —even though free roads are 
not generally approved for this 
purpose. 
The report said the Bureau of 


Roads had approved this, with cer 
tain qualifications, on the grounds 
that future traffic loads would jus­ 
tify the two parallel highways. 
Traffic Forecasts 
Ohio used a factor of 200 per 
cent increase over 1955 in its traf 
fie estimate for 1975. On this point, 
the report commented: 
^ 
“ The bureau’s guide . 
. shows 
that a uniform increase in traf­ 
fic, such as used by Ohio, is not 
probable.” 
Medians (space between roads 
on superhighways) 
Ohio’s medians run up lo a rec­ 
ord 181 feet for the ll states stud­ 
ied. 
The report said: “ We were un­ 
able to obtain the cost attributable 
to the median widths above the 
minimum standards 
included 
in 
the Ohio estimate ” 
Bridges 
Ohio was found far over the 
minimum standards. The account­ 
ants said they were unable to ob­ 
tain the cost of the additional 
structuies. 
Composition of Roads 
“ Although most of the states 
provide for both concrete and bi- 


| luminous pavement, Illinois and 
! Ohio estimated for concrete pave­ 
ment throughout.” 
Construction Costs 
“ One of the consulting engineers

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Housewives, also, are 'Collective Bargainers' 
Laff-A-Day 
Here's Score On Moves To Stern Slump 


It is to be wondered how many of us 
recognize that a large proportion of the 
average housewives of this and most oth­ 
er communities, could quite properly be 
placed in the category of “collective bar­ 
gainer ? 
We don’t recall who it was but some one 
once macle use of one of Tennyson’s much 
quoted verses to twist it so as to state 
“ In the spring the housewife’s fancy often 
turns to thoughts of cleaning and redeco­ 
rating her home.” 
Perhaps even the average housewife 
never stopped to consider it but she and a 
huge number of others like her have be­ 
come “collective bargainers.” 
That term by no means necessarily re­ 
fers to the member of a labor - manage­ 
ment meeting to determine wage scales. 
In the home, however, the “colleetive- 
bargainer \ can mean someone just as 
important. 
Does your wife bargain with the paper- 
hanger or painter? Does she check what 
she can do about having someone to help 
her around the house on necessary occas­ 
ions? Does she “bargain” with some re­ 
tail grocer or furniture dealer in determi­ 
ning whether her family can afford some­ 
thing she thinks they ought to have? Inci­ 
dentally these persons with whom she 
deals also become “collective bargain­ 
ers.” 
If your wife can reach an agreement on 


price and the quality of something she 
wants to buy, a deal is made; or the house­ 
wife. on the one hand, may decide to 
string along with the old wallpaper or the 
soiled painted walls and work; or to make 
some of the old furniture last a while 
longer. The decorator or the furniture 
man, on the other hand, may be the one 
who decides he doesn’t want the job at the 
price the housewife is willing, or feels, 
that she can pay. 
All this seems basically similar to col­ 
lective bargaining in industry. The em­ 
ployer can only pay wages up to the point 
that will not put his costs of production 
above t h e competitive level. The em­ 
ployee usually, tries to make sure that his 
insistence on higher wages does not price 
him into loss of his job. 
So we might all add collective bargain­ 
ing to the accomplishments of the house­ 
wife, although she may never h a v e 
thought of it that way. 
One thing is often different, however. 
T h e average housewife is not foolish 
enough to deciare a “strike” whenever 
she can’t get prices or her own way about 
everything, because she realizes that if 
she “strikes” she and her own family, as 
well as the person with whom she seeks to 
bargain, all are more likely to suffer and 
no one will be benefited.

Dr. Mondo, a dentist, caution* 
parents to be sure to tell their 
dentist if their child Is a hemo­ 
philiac the first time he visits 
the dentist’s office. 
A hemophiliac must take very 
good care of his teeth. X sug­ 
gest that children with this con­ 
dition visit their dentist at least 
every three months for a check­ 
up. In some cases, Dr. Mondo 
advises, a monthly visit might 
ba In order. 


Mondo says, you should permit 
his baby teeth to drop out by 
themselves. 
When this occurs, application 
of Methocal to the area prob­ 
ably Is advisable. 
Prevention of Bleeding 
When it becomes necessary to 
extract a permanent tooth, or 
if a baby tooth should become 
abscessed and must be pulled, 
follow 
your dentist’s 
advice. 
Thera ara various techniques 
which can be employed to pre­ 
vent much bleeding. 
Some of these require an ex­ 
tended period of treatment, but 
usually are very successful. 
In an emergency, when a 
tooth must be extracted Im­ 
mediately, It probably Is best to 
have It done at a hospital. Then 
the tooth can be removed sur­ 
gically and a blood transfusion 
can be given the youngster. The 
transfusion should be continued 
until the bleeding stops.

COLUMBUS, Ohio Ut - “ You 
could drive a horse and wagon 
through the holes in the highway 
billboard law,” asserts Charles M. 
Noble. 
Ohio’s highway chief and other 
officials drop similar hints that a 
new federal iaw may ban far few­ 
er billboards along interstate high­ 
ways and mean less bonus money 
to participating states than first 
supposed. 
“The exemptions read as if the 
billboard people wrote them ,” a 
statehouse attorney observed. 
All agree that things are at a 
standstill until Commerce Secre­ 
tary Sinclair Weeks drafts bill­ 
board regulations within limits of 
the new law. Weeks has not in­ 
dicated when he will come up with 
pacts to which participating states 
must agree. 
All of which put frost on 
a 
budding letter writing campaign 
urging Gov. C. William O’Neill to 
act 
against 
highway 
billboards. 
His file now contains just over 50 
letters, most of them from the Cin­ 
cinnati area. Some mailed only 
newspaper clippings. Others ap­ 
peared written by youngsters. 
“ I believe Ohio should comply 
with the federal act and take ad­

O’Neill said earlier.
